THE HOUSE OF COMMONS, YESTERDAY. 
The Premier said that the British Government welcomed the negotiations. to terminate this unfortunate 
conflict and trusted they would lead to a speedy conclusion. . 
“UNTIL FORMAL ARRANGEMENTS ARE MADE,” ADDED MR. CHURCHILL, “ MILITARY OPERATIONS 
MUST, OF COURSE, BE CONTINUED WITHOUT ABATEMENT. 
“I need hardly say how glad His Majesty’s Government is to see an end to this conflict in which a thousand 
to 1,500 British, ‘Australian and Indian soldiers have fallen, etther killed or wounded. These soldiers fell to French 
bullets in attempting to defend the French.” 


Speaking in London yesterday, MR. A. DUFF COOPER, 


Minister of Information, said: 


“ We have-no feeling of hos- 


tility or enmity for those Frenchmen. :.who. obeyed the 


orders of the Vichy Government. 


We only hope “that this 


unfortunate hostility will be forgotten as soon as possible 
/and that we may look forward to the time when we can 


be friends not only with the 
French Government.”
